Mrs. May Nimeskern of 23 Willard 
St., West Quincy, is of the belief that 
she possesses the only table of coin- 
‘age.rates ever prepared by the United 
States, which at the time of its draw- 
ing-up comprised but the 13 original] 


colonies. The probable date of origin 
of this article is 1782. It was discov- 
-ered.in a section of Watson’s “History 
‘of€¥American Coinage” and _ Fisk’s 
Critical Period of American History.” 
Pes. Nimeskern, who is a cebeséor 
‘of old coins and antiques, chanced 
upon the table, during a purchase of 
@ quaint old coin box, which contain- 
ed an odd collection of United States 
and English coins. 

-The box, which measures 7 x 3 
nches, contained a- rare assortment 
of - these- coins and-a Colonial-type 
jeweler’s scales, the strings of which 
are now held:by a thread because ot 
‘their centuries of age. On the: bottom 
‘of the supposedly valuable box was 
spread a small plush mat, underneath 
which was found, the table. 

A review of the history pooks re- 
veals that “On -the 7th of -January. 
1782, the Congresse6f she Confeder- | 
ation instructed Robert Morris, who 
was Superintendent of Finance, an 
office corresponding to our Secretary 
of the Treasury, to prepare and re- 
port to Congress a table of rates at 
which the different species of foreign 
coins most likely to circulate within 
the United States should be received 
at the Treasury, 1 (ref) Journal of 
Congress, vol, p 8.” 

Instead of complying with the in- 
structions Morris addressed a com- 
munication to the president of Con- 
gress in which he discussed the in- 
equality in the idea. 

Several history books on coinage 
have printed a portion of the table, 
but it is believed that none contains | 
the definite information inscribed on 
the table owned by Mrs. Nimeskern. 
The back of the table computes in- 
terest at 6 per cent. up to $1000, which | 
is automatically worked down to mills.
